Garden, your Recorder received an interesting letter well worth sharing. It 
closed as follows: 


"We have many different kinds of Masons. 1. There is the Belly Mason. He is 
a big genial fellow who will tell you that at Omega Lodge they are going to serve 
chicken Wednesday night. Over at Upper 10 Lodge they are going to have lobster 
salad Friday night; over at Winona Lodge they are going tohave oyster stew Sat- 
urday night, etc. He is a good fellow to sit beside at banquets for you can coal 
on all you want to with a clear conscience because you know he will outdo you. 

He tells you to help yourself and then push the platter as far away as you can so 
when the waiters come in with seconds they will see the wide open space infront 
of you and instinctively set the fresh platter down, 2. We have the Growler. He 
doesn't come to meetings because the lodge is run by a clique. Of course it is. 
Come.on down, We want YOU in the clique. 3. Then there is Freezie. Hecomes 
to lodge once a year and is sore because we don't fall all over him and he sees too 
many strangers among the newer members, They have been trying to get him to 
be Worshipful Master for years, but he ''can't see it,'' 4. There is the Rubber 
Boot Mason. His name is Connolly, Donnolly, Murphy or Flynn, Flaherty, 
Garrity, O'Brien or Glynn. He figuratively put on a pair of boots and wandered 
away from another church to join the Masons. Usually a regular attendant. 

5. Then comes Fuzzy. He is a little man with a baby face and tender hands. 

He has the square and compass on his pin, ring and watch fob. He spends most 
of his time at home with Mother, Sister, and Wife. His only "dissipation" is 
going to lodge meetings. His wife made him a Christmas present of the initia- 
tion fee, and his Mother and Sister gave him a present of a check to cover his 
life dues. A very nice, cozy little guy who takes his Masonry seriously and is 
very careful not to talk about it outside for fear of cowans and eavesdroppers. 

6. Then we have the Hen Mason -- sometimes known as the Badge Chaser. You 
never see him at Blue Lodge, but he attends 100% at Eastern Star meetings and 
loves to think of himself as the Daddy of his Chapter. So it goes, but all in all 
they are a bunch of mighty good fellows. If there are fault finders among us, 
the answer is, -- ''What have YOU done to help make it better?" 


I cannot suggest any improvement in the way you are handling the Annual 
Masonic Festival. Ninety percent of the work you put in is work that does 
not show and is therefore not appreciated by the thoughtless ones. But Cheer Up! 


You may remove my name from the list next year so as to give some other good 
Mason a chance to go, that he would otherwise miss, It is a WONDERFUL 
DISPLAY,"

Listed in the 1927 program as Sword Bearer was John E. Cook, 
Warder, Em, Sir John A, Johnson, Custodian of Candidates Sir Winfield L. Nourse, and 
Guards Sir Kts. Roland D. Crook, Walter E, Duncan, Max Fischer, B. G. Gillespie, 
Harold W, Martin, James S. W. Rogers, John M. Stratis, Frank S. Treco, Frank L. 
Warren and Robert G. Wilson Jr. 


HISTORY OF BOSTON COMMANDERY, KNIGHTS TEMPLAR 
(March 12, 1927) 


The 125'th Anniversary of the establishment of what is now Boston Commandery Knights 
Templar should fix itself in the mind of every member as one of the most important events 
in the history of the order in this country. 

The ritual in its original form was first exemplified here in America by members of several 
Irish regiments who were part of the English troops quartered in Boston previous to the Revo- 
lutionary War. The first recipients of the ritual work were members of St, Andrews Royal 
Arch Lodge, 

The new Order was successfully kept alive after the departure of the soldiers with their 
army lodges and after the town had become a component part of a new nation, 

Finally on March 12, 1802, ten of these Sir Knights organized what they then termed ''Boston 
Encampment" and from that date until 1806 conferred the "Order of Knighthood" on a number of 
Companions, = 

In 1806 it was found desirable to unite with Sir Knights of Rhode Island to forma Grand En- 
campment of the two states, in an organization now known as the Grand Commandery of 
Knights Templar of Massachusetts and Rhode Island, When the Boston men found their titles 
did not agree with those of their Rhode Island brethren, "Boston Encampment" became ''Bos- 
ton Encampment of Knights Templar," ; 

The growth of the organization has been remarkable; the ten members who formed ''Boston 
Encampment" in 1802 had increased to 550 by the time of its 80th anniversary, In 1902 at 
its 100th anniversary, its membership was 1,000, and today (1927) it is upwards of 1 500 
In this period of time it has supplied 19 Grand Commanders ‘of the Grand Commandery. of 
Massachusetts and Rhode Island, os 


\s an organization it took prominent parts in the ceremonies of laying the corner stone of 
Bunker Hill monument on June 17, 1825, the introduction of a public wet r supply in front 
of city hall on Sept, 17, 1856; the dedication of the General Joseph Warren Statue on Bunker 
Hill on June 17, 1857; the laying of the corner stone of the First Masonic Temple at Tremont 
and Boylston Streets on Oct, 14, 1864, and its dedication on June 24, 1867: the laying of the 
corner stone of the Boston Post Office on Oct. 16, 1871; the dedication of the Amy ned Navy 
monument on Boston Common on Sept.17, 1871, andthe dedication of the monument to our , 
Pilgrim Forefathers at Plymouth on \ugust 1, 1889,
